Mark E. Stock, rec­ 
tor of St. Francis Xavier’s Catholic 
church, announced that, the paroch­ 
ial school would remain closed for 
another week and that the entire 
school would be given another clean­ 
ing and fumigation. 
The boart! closed the schools last 
Thursday morning when additional 
cases of scarlet 
fever broke 
out 
Wednesday night. 
Tile board took 
thus drastic action despite the dis­ 
approval of a member of the state 
board of health. 
Extend Closing 
Doctor Crist,

I the only way to curb the epidemic 
was to close all schools, bar children

I churches, Sunday schools, theatres, 
I bowling alleys, pool rooms and such 
other meeting places. The board of 
health issued such an order last 
Thursday morning after the local 
school board liad closed all .schools 
The period of closing was fixed 
from Thursday morning until tills 
morning.
